In the sixty years since Confed- 
eration..a marvellous development 
has occurred in this country, and 
it is eatisfactory to realize that the 
Bank's progress has kept pace 
with the progress of the Dominion. 
Here I might mention, for the 
benefit im particular of those 
abroad who are interested in Can- 
ada, that with the exception of two 
years @ century ago. this Bank has 
paid dividends without tnterrup- 
tion during the whole of its exist- 
ence.
